It was in- 
deed gratifying to have the Elliott 
Brown calf from lowa standing as re- 
serve in the breed section and likewise 
holding his position in the open competi- 
tions. Therefore as at Chicago the Bon- 
nie Blacks won it all. These two shows 
have given the breed about all that could 
be asked for. The year 1931 closed by 
giving the Aberdeen-Angus the grand 
championship over all breeds at the In- 
ternational, and Ogden gave the breed 
the grand champion over all breeds as 
the opening event for 1932. Next came 
Denver with both the champion and the 
reserve champion. Of course it is not

Junior Membership. 

At the December meeting of the Board 
of Directors of the American Aberdeen- 
Angus Breeders Association, provision was 
made whereby members of organized 4-H 
and Vocational Clubs can secure Junior 
membership in the Association in order to 
record cattle at membership rates. This 
Junior Membership will permit the mem- 
ber to record, not to exceed, three head of 
cattle per year at membership rates up to 
21 years of age. After 21 years of age it 
will be necessary to take out a regular 
membership by paying the life membership 
fee of $20.00 in order to continue recording 
cattle at membership rates. These Junior 
memberships will only be granted to club 
members when application for registry ac- 
company the application for membership. 
Any member of one of these clubs who de- 
sires to take advantage of this special of- 
fer should communicate with the office of 
the Association and secure an application 
blank. 

Change in Fair Classification. 

Exhibitors of Aberdeen-Angus breeding 
cattle will be interested in a slight change 
made in the classification for Aberdeen-An- 
gus breeding cattle for 1932. The Board 
of Directors voted to recommend to all fair 
associations receiving a special appropria- 
tion from the Association, the following 
change. The class for two females, bred 
and owned by exhibitor be eliminated and 
in its place be substituted a class for five 
bulls. This class is to read as follows: 
Five bulls, any age, owned by exhibitor— 
not more than one individual from each of 
the three year old and the two year old 
class. 

The Breeders of Aberdeen-Angus cattle 
should take advantage of the special reduc- 
ed rates for recording cattle, which are in 
effect until April 1, 1932. Taking advan- 
tage of these rates will mean a considerable 
saving and make it possible to bring the 
registrations up to date.

That some of you may better understand 
the attitude of the packers towards the live 
stock producer and, without being personal, 
I wish to state that I happen to know of one 
of Chicago’s leading business men who came 
all the way to be here at the initial National 
Western Live Stock Show, who was appoint- 
ed at that time to judge the horses in the 
various classes. After a few years of that 
annual event, he was appointed as judge 
of the fat cattle. Thus he has performed 
for 26 years. But this it not all. He has 
made it a point to bring from one to two 
pullman carloads of cattle feeders and cat- 
tle and sheep buyers with him each year, 
constantly using the CB&Q “Aristocrat.” I 
refer to no other than Mr. Thomas H. Cross, 
head cattle buyer for Armour & Company 
of Chicago—an expert cattle judge, who, 
with the able assistance of Mr. Tim Ingwer- 
son, representing Swift & Company of Chi- 


cago, again—and for the third consecutive 
year—placed the Grand Champion honors on 
my carload of Aberdeen-Angus yearling 
steers. Naturally, I feel much elated, as 
this is the fourth time this honor has been 
bestowed upon me. 

I had been a regular attendant at this 
show for years and, after having exhibited 
quite a number of cars of fat cattle at the 
various shows farther east with a pleasing 
degree of success, I decided in 1926 to ex- 
hibit here. I did and won the Grand Cham- 
pion honors, my cattle sold for $16.75 per 
ewt. to the Burlington Railroad. Again, I 
came in 1930 and won high honors. These 
cattle, too, were purchased by the CB&Q 
Railroad and brought the state record price 
of $29.00 per cwt. Again I exhibited here 
last year and was awarded the same high 
honor, the cattle were sold for $19.00 per 
ewt. This was indeed enticing, so I ven- 
tured again this year, encountering the 
keenest competition, but won. They sold 
yesterday to Armour & Company for the 
Linder Packing Company—a local Denver 
concern who enjoy the reputation of carry- 
ing the finest of meats, for $15.75 per cwt., 
thus making an average selling price of 
$20.12 per cwt., for the four carloads. 

This year’s load were considered by most 
expert judges as being the best load of fin- 
ished cattle ever exhibited in Denver. 

Now with respect to the methods pursued 
and ration used in the preparation of these 
cattle. First, I wish to say all cattle cannot 
be handled alike. The physical condition of 
the animal must first be taken into consid- 
eration. For instance, a calf coming from 
a ranch where it has only had milk, grass 
and possibly scenery, up to weaning time, 
should be started on a much lighter grain 
ration than the calf that has had some grain 
previous to weaning date. 

Again, one cannot confine his feeding op- 
erations entirely to a set rule, or a fixed ra- 
tion, for conditions from one year to anoth- 
er often cause a change in price. One can, 
however, if familiar with feed values as to 
protein, nitrogen free extract, fats, vitam- 
ines, etc., often switch his ration with com- 
parative pleasing results, never losing sight, 
of course, of the digestible constituents of

any and all feeds employed and one must 
especially watch the ratio of protein to car- 
bohydrates, which should be about 1 to 8, 
also one of the greatest of all essentials is 
to feed a fat producing feed, one that is 
palatable right from the start and so con- 
agg enticing the animal as much as possi- 

e. 

This particular winning load this year, 
composed largely of my own breeding, com- 
ing from our Tarkio Demonstration Farm 
in Kansas City, with some from the well 
known Diamond “K” Ranch of Denver. They 
were 1930 fall calves and were fed practic- 
ally the same ration while with their dams, 
by the aid of a creep. The ration as used 
by the Diamond “K” was equal parts of 
whole oats, ground barley and Tarkio Mo- 
lasses Feed; while mine were fed the same 
with this exception, I fed ground corn in 
lieu of barley, but the relative ratio employ- 
ed was very nearly the same. All of these 
calves were taken from their dams the lat- 
ter part of January 1931 and were placed on 
a ration of equal parts of shelled corn, oats, 
Tarkio Molasses Feed and wheat bran. The 
bran was used largely on account of bulk 
and to take the place of grass. This mix- 
ture was fed on a basis of about 3 pounds 
per head each morning and evening with 
access to roughage of wild and alfalfa hay 
mixed, about 50-50 in a dry lot. This ration 
was gradually increased until the 1st of 
April when they were fed all they would 
clean up reasonably well in one hour. June 
1st they were gradually switched to a self 
feeder from which they received shelled 
corn, Tarkio and cold pressed cotton cake, 
besides the corn they consumed about 34 
pounds of Tarkio and 1 pound of cold press- 
ed daily. July 1st the cold pressed cake 
was reduced to % pound per day and % 
pound Linseed Oil Meal was substituted and 
so continued to the last, the Tarkio ration 
never being changed. 

The two cars we exhibited in 1930 and 
1931 at Fort Worth with which we, too, won 
Grand Champion 100% and, which by the 
way, hold the world’s highest dressing per- 
centage record of 67.64% were fed practic- 
ally the same. 

For the benefit of the less experienced 
club boys and girls, I will say, always pick 
quality first and remember that it is only 
the good quality animal that you can hope 
to full feed for any length of time profitab- 
ly and should you ever enter the breeding or 
producing end, start with the best for they 
do not consume any more feed and every 
calf produced represents twice the value of 
a common one. This fact has many times 
proven true at our Tarkio Demonstration 
Farms adjoining Kansas City, where a com- 
paratively large breeding herd is constantly 
maintained in conjunction with our feeding 
operations which are open for inspection to 
any breeder or feeder any time.

TO THE EDITOR: 

Information has pretty definitely been sifted down that car lot 
feeders for the International will be limited in their entries. This 
has been in the breezes for several years but eventually my friend 
Dan Casement’s mighty pen has won the day. 

This may prove to be a short sighted policy on the part of the 
proponents of limitation and the International in its ultimate re- 
sults to the feeders of car load lots other than Aberdeen-Angus 
who have made it their business to show their wares at various and 
sundry shows scattered about the United States. Time alone, how- 
ever, will tell. 

Showing car lots at the several prominent scattered shows is 
free to every feeder who cares to engage in it. I have definite in- 
formation that showing at séveral shows is a profitable adventure 
provided that a reasonable number of chamionships are annexed. 
Our own experience the past two years in showing two loads in 
1930 and one at Baltimore in 1931 was satisfactory to Briarcliff 
and no championships on car lots have yet come our way at this 
show. Naturally the reasonably short ship from our feed lots is an 
advantage in expense. 

My exhortation to feeders of Aberdeen-Angus car lots is to 
scatter out their activities a bit and during 1932 wipe the boards so 
clean with champions that not a squeak can be heard from the bul- 
warks of other competing breeds. So far as the sale of loads of 
Aberdeen-Angus steers is concerned no fear need be coming from 
this source if the cattle are well fitted and meet the requirements 
in weight on that particular market. It is definitely recorded in 
the years of history that well fitted Aberdeen-Angus car loads al- 
ways sell at a premium above other breeds. 

Briarcliff will subscribe to this policy during the year 1932 as 
far as our physical equipment will permit. 

This year it is not a question of what firm or individual wins 
the car load championships but it is a question of “Putting the Ab- 
erdeen-Angus on Top” in these competitions. 

While on the subject of exhibition of steers it is quite in order 
to call the Aberdeen-Angus ranks together on the single steer 
competition at these various shows.
